OLD WORLD WHEAT. 

Russian Crop Falls Fur Short of Last 
Year's — Recent Damage In 
France and England. ' 

Washington, .Tuly IS. — The agricul- 
tural department's foreign crop report 
for .Tuly states that the commercial auth- 
orities estimated the shortage in the 
Russian wheat crop at from 85,000,000 
to 120,000,000 bushels as compared with 
last year. The wheat crop of France is 
represented as satisfactory, but the 
optimist estimates made earlier in the 
season have been scaled by later crop 
damage, the estimate now being 352,- 
000,000 bushels. In Great Britain, ac- 
cording to cable reports, a severe gen- 
eral storm did considerable damage to 
a grain crop that otherwise would have 
ranked as " fair." 



CASHIER GETS SIX YEARS. 

Stole Two Hundred Thousand and 
Wrecked a New Jersey Bank. 

New York, July 18.— Geo. M. Valen- 
tine, cashier of. the suspended Middle- 
sex County bank, at Perth Amh.cvj N. 
J., was sentenced in Middlesex jtranty 
court to-day to six years It: tfaJ New 
Jersey state prison at Trenton, on the 
charge of larceny, in connection with bis 
misappropriation of about $200,000, The 
full amount of the defalcation has not 
been ascertained, but it is understood 
that it exceeds $208,000. 



RUSH ORDER FOR MANILA. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 18.— On a 
rush order from the department ol war 
two hundred mules and fifty escort wag- 
ons were shipped from the Chiekamnuga 
quartermaster department to San Fran- 
cisco to-day, by special train, to be 
forwarded nt once to Manila. 



QUEBEC AGAIN 

IS FIRE SWEPT. 



Old Story of No Water and a 
Hundred Families Made 
Homeless. 



By Associated Pross. 

Quebec, July IS. — A fire which broke 
out in the St. Roche suburb of Quebec 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon destroyed 05 
houses, entailing a loss of about $100,- 
000, with insurance of about half that 
much. 

A strong northeast wind was blowing 
and there was a break in the water 
main. The old service pipes were quite 
Inadequate. 

Assistance was summoned from the 
citadel, and a detachment of the Royal 
Canadian tArtillery rendered goor ser- 
vice pulling down houses in the path of 
the flames. 

It was 7 o'clock before the flames 
were under control. Three blocks "were 
burned. Most of the houses destroyed 
were wooden buildings. Over a hund- 
red families are rendered homeless. 



AN ISSUE AT NELSON. 

Whether the Members of Board of 
Trade May Discuss Eight- 
Hour Law. 

Nelson, July IS.— (Special)— At. the 
largest attended meeting of the Nelson 
board of trade over held, called to re- 
consider the resolution passed by a small 
majority at ah unrepresentative meeting 
last week to restrain the delegates to 
the joint meeting at Rosslnnd next 
month from discussing or voting on any 
resolution referring to the eight-hour 
law, it was agreed with only one dissent- 
ing vote to allow the delegates to discuss 
or deal with the eight-hour question as 
they see fit. This is an endorsement of 
the action of the president, J. Roderick 
Robertson, who is manager of the Ymir 
mine, and who has been active in bis 
opposition to the methods by which the 
law was passed. All classes of Nelson 
business men -were present.

A searching party turned out 
last night and searched till about noon 
to-day, when Mr. Ibester found her in 
a milk house on an adjoining farm, lying 
on her face, dead. A bottle supposed to 
contain poison, partly full, was beside 
her, also an egg cup.

Americans Unable to Complete 
Task They Took From 
the Spaniards. 



Though General Otis Again 
Cables the Great Promise 
of His Campaign. 



By Associated Press. 

Madrid, July IS. — A scene occurred iu 
the Senate to-day. Several delegations 
of women having relatives among the 
prisoners in the hands of the Filipinos, 
sought an audience with Senor Silvela, 
the premier, who had them conducted to 
the galleries of the Senate, where Count 
D'Almenas drew a lamentable picture of 
the suffering of the prisoners, which 
caused frequent outbursts of sobbing 
from the women. Count D'Almenas 
blamed the American authorities and 
the Spanish government for the fate of 
these unhappy men. 

Senor Silvela, in defending the govern- 
ment, said that although the United 
States had lirst placed objections in the 
way they were now endeavoring to assist 
in obtaining the liberation of the pris- 
oners. For the sake of prudence and in 
order not to hamper the negotiations 
now iu progress, the Premier declined to 
say anything regarding the steps being 
taken to accomplish that end. 

Washington, July IS. — The following 
statement was given out this afternoon 
at the state department: The state de- 
partment yesterday received from the 
Philippine commission an important de- 
spatch conveying these facts: " By the 
co-operation of the military and the 
commission, municipal governments 
have been established in seven important 
towns in the province of Manila and 
Cavite. These are working admirably, 
and one good effect of them is that con- 
siderable numbers of the insurgents are 
constantly deserting and coming in, and 
some of thoiu with arms. The system 
will soon be extended to other towns 
which are asking for it. Continued 
success iu this direction will mean the 
beginning of the end." 

Despatches from Dr. Schurman on 
his return from his trip through the 
southern part of the islands were to 
the same effect- A disposition to accept 
American sovereignty and to welcome 
our troops was everywhere manifested. 
The report of Gen. Otis of 20th June, re- 
ferred to by Commissioner Denby in 
the above despatch, stated that as a 
consequence of the rainy season little in- 
land campaigning was now possible in 
Luzon. " We occupy,' 1 said Otis, " u 
large portion of the Tagulog country. 
The insurgent armies have suffered 
great losses and are scattered. The 
only large force which holds together 
is about -1,000 in Tarlach province and 
Northern Pampanga. They are scat- 
tered forces in bands of fifty and five 
hundred in other portions of Luzon. In 
Cavite and Batangas provinces they 
could possibly assemble as many as 
2,000. They are demoralized from re- 
cent defeat." The most of the people 
are terrorized by the insurgent soldiers, 
but desire peace and American protec- 
tion. There has been no recent burning 
of towns. 

" The trade with ports not in our pos- 
session, the former source of insurgent 
revenue, is now interdicted. Gen. Otis 
doubted the wisdom or this policy, ns 
people in those ports are now without 
supplies and merchants suffering losses. 

" The courts are in successful opera- 
tion under the direction of able Fili- 
pinos. Affairs in the other islands are 
comparatively quiet, awaiting results in 
Luzon." 



KNIGHTS OF MACCABEES. 

Satisfactory Reports on Increasing 
Membership Presented tit 
Biennial Review. 

Port Huron, Mich., July IS.— The 
eighth biennial review of the Supreme 
Tent, Knights of the Maccabees, opened 
to-day with S5 delegates in attendance, 
representing nearly every state and the 
Canadian provinces. The report or 
Supreme Commander Markcy shows a 
net increase in membership during the 
biennial period of 43,485. The increase 
in membership in the entire order, 
which includes the Supreme Tent, Great 
Camp and ladies' organization, during 
the biennial period was 08,058. The 
financial statement shows a surplus on 
hand of $403,030.

EIGHT-HOUR LAW INVALID. 

Colorado Court Thus Decides in Case 
Brought by Mining Interests. 

Deliver, July 17.— The supreme court 
to-day unanimously decided the eight- 
hour law to be unconstitutional. The 
opinion is not yet written, and will be 
filed later. 

- The eight-hour law, which was enact- 
ed at a late session of the legislature, 
applies only to mines, smelters and mills 
for the reduction of ores. The refusal 
of the American Smelting and Refining 
Company to pay the same w«ges for 
eight hours as had been paid for ten 
and twelve hours caused its smelters to 
he closed on June 15, when the new 
law became operative. 

This company, .which is known ns the 
smelter trust, will now endeavor to 
reach an agreement with its former em- 
ployees as to Wttgvis and hours of la- 
bor, and to reopen is smelters as soon as 
possible. 

Oillcers of the Smeltermen's Union 
say that funmcemen who formerly work- 
ed twelve hours a day, will work but 
eight in the future. 

John It. Wright, president of the 
Smeltermen's Union, was examined at 
length to-day regarding the conditions 
prevailing among the smelter workers, 
and the causes or the closing of the trust 
smelter by the members of the United 
States industrial commission, who are 
holding sessions in this city. He believ- 
ed there was no matter so_ important to 
laboring men now as the eight-hour day, 
regardless of questions of wages and all 
other considerations. He said that be- 
fore the smelter combination was af- 
fected the men never had any difficulty 
In dealing with the managers nnd obtain- 
ing any concessions desired, but now it 
was found almost impossible to reach 
those in authority;

Friday, July 21, nt 10 o'clock. 

No iil'v . developments came to light 
during the trial yesterday, and Tliomas 
It. Smith, one of the directors of the 
Bobcrt Ward Oo., the complainants; 
again occupied the witness box the 
greater part of the day. After the com- 
pletion of the testimony of Mr. Smith, 
William MeGirr, head accountant for 
the Klondike Mining, Trading & Trans- 
portation Company, was put- on the 
stand and told whnr. he knew of the 
matter. 

During the trial in the morning Mr. 
Smith said that as soon ns the error in 
the books on which the case is based 
was discovered and Mr. Logan informed 
of the matter, Logan agreed to give him 
a check to cover the amount of §125 out 
of his own funds in order to avoid any 
trouble, but Mr. Smith would not ac- 
cept it, but took the matter into court. 

Mr. Logan while in the employ of 
Robert Ward & Co. was in charge of the 
shipping department of that firm, and 
when he resigned his position went into 
business for himself in the sume line. 
Friends of the accused man say ho will 
nave no difficulty in proving his inno- 
cence. 




SYSTEM ATI C SEARCH. 

How One Party Undertook to Prospect 
the Yukon Valley. 

The story of scleatilie, systematic and 
persistent search for gold la told by the 
presence In port of two vessels lying neor 
the lower end of town, says the Dawson 
Nugget, They are the W, S. titration, 
steamboat of respectable dimensions and 
excellent equipment, and the little consort 
the Breadwinner. The boats are the prop 
erty of W. S. Stratton, W. A. Otis and 
James Casey, all American miners of broad 
knowledge and experience, mid two other 
men whose names ore unknown. They 
were built at Seattle under the personal 
supervision of Mr. Casey, and were equipped 
for the purpose of prospecting the supposed 
gold-bearing districts of Alaska and tin 
■Yukon country. Mr. Casey Is manager and 
secretary of the company, and for some- 
thing over one year he has patiently but 
energetically prosecuted n searcli for the 
yellow mineral. 'With a crew of sixteen 
experienced men he visited, either person- 
ally or through his men, every mining camp 
from Kotzebue Sound to the Klondike, 
and posseseil himself or reliable knowledge 
of the exact resources of each, bo far us 
could be done. Like many others Just 
.now, Mr. Casey is "from Missouri," nnd 
lie took no man's word, but tbose of his 
own, about any of the countries exploited. 
As a result, be Is probably one of the best 
and most generally Informed men in the 
Yukon basin on the topography! nnd mineral 
resources of this Northern country. 

For Instance, tlic Minook district Is sub- 
divided, he soys, into flfty-oiie sub-dlstrlcts 
with a record for each, and he visited 
every one of them. Ills conclusions are: 
That there has nor been a discovery in 
the district since 1S9G, except on Eureka 
creek, and Hint only two claims have 
been developed. He has no confidence 
whatever in the Koyukuk country, and 
wouldn't take the chance of wasting his 
time by going there. Of the country about 
the headwaters of the Tanana, Sixty-Mile, 
Kuskokwlm and Copper rivers, however, he 
has the utmost confidence; and it is his 
expectation to operate there during the 
present Rammer and the coming winter, 
locating his boats at Selkirk or Sixty-Mile 
and working westward. On this expedition 
he will devote his resenrch to the discovery 
of quartz, and be has no doubt that his 
exertions will meet with success. 

The W> S. Stratton Is a compactly built 
boat, designed by Mr. Casey himself, with 
line machinery, electric plant, and other 
conveniences, a cozy cabin, 11 large (for a 
steamboat) berths, etc. Her consort Is -45 
feet In length, of sylphlike proportions 
and a steel hull, and Is admired by all who 
know her good qualities. Her especial 
feature Is a screw which operates in an Iron 
pipe set III a groove in the bottom of the 
boat. A distinctive feature of the large 
boat, too, Is that the hull Is built into eight 
compartments or bulkheads, all fitted with 
syphons, and ic would be necessary to fill 
four of tbem with water in order to sink 
her.

VAL.UE OF A MILLIONAIRE. 

Physician Sues for Ten Thousand Dol- 
lars for Repairing Attempt, 
nt Suicide. 

Ithaca, N. Y., July 12.— The suit of Dr. 
IJ. I. Itoblnson against Millionaire E, Cham- 
. hers for ?10,000 for ten professional visits 
has been postponed to the December term 
of the Supreme court. 

In making Ills claim for the payment of 
the big fee, Dr. Robinson declares that on 
September iri last Chambers attempted sui- 
cide In the Elm Tree hotel, McLean. Dr. 
Itoblnson was summoned, and when be 
arrived he found that Chambers bail slash- 
ed bis throat in several places with a razor, 
lie was unconscious ami lybig on the floor. 
Just before lonlng consciousness, Chambers, 
through the proprietor of the hotel, had 
summoned a physician to save his life. 

Dr. Itoblnson set to work to revive the 
dying man, he says, and succeeded In 
stopping the Bow of blood, and lie later 
sewed up the wounds hi the neck awl 
arms. He remained with the patient dur- 
ing the night and spent considerable time 
In curing for bis charge aftervvurds. 

Dr. Robinson says that but for ills ser- 
vices Chambers would have died; that 
.Chambers was a millionaire, engaged in 
various business enterprises involving, large 
isiims of money; that for thi» reason his 
.life was of great value to himself, to bis 
relatives and to business men and citizens 
generally; that the skill required to save 
ills life was fairly worth ¥10,000, no pari 
of which has been paid. 

jJr. Itoblnson also "asserts that during the 
time he was attending the patient he was 
obliged to neglect his practice in oilier 
localities for several weeks. 

To this complaint the attorneys for the 
defendant have entered a general denial. 
' a D. Halltday, Chambers' attorney, said 
today the demand was exorbitant, espe- 
cially ns other physicians, Including one 
from New York city, had attended Cham- 
bers. "We have offered to settle for $250," 
the attorney declared, "a sum which I 
ithlnk would fully pay Dr. Uoblnson tot- 
als trouble, 1 ' 

l)r Bobinson Is nn old physician, who 
has practised In Mcbe.in several years. 
J.nst fall Chambers moved from McLean, 
And has Ibnllt himself a tine residence In 
-Cortland. The physicians give temporary 
Insanity as the cause of bis attempt at 
suicide, and Bay be has entirely recovered.

A KENTUCKY FEUD. 

Factions Long at Enmity Do Battle in 
Streets— Five' Killed, Three 
Wounded. 

Louisville, Ky., July 17.— A special to 
the Courier-Journal from Loudon, Ky., 
tells of a report reaching there of the 
outbreak of another feud in Clay county, 
by which live men lost their lives to-day. 
The dead are said to be Robert Philpot, 
Ed. Fisher, Aaron Morris, Jihi Griffin 
and Hugh Griffin. These fatalities re- 
sulted from a pitched battle fought near 
Little Goose creek, three miles from 
Manchester. 

The feud dates back nearly two years. 
On Christmas, 1S ( ,)7, .lames Philpot was 
killed by Aat'on Morris, but before he 
died he shot and killed William Buudy, 
a friend of Morris. The Morrises and 
Griffins are closely affiliated. Since 
then the two factions have been very 
bitter, and the enmity lias been aroused 
recently by the White-Baker hostilities. 
The Philpots, who are the Strongest fac- 
tion in the mountains and number about 
7o0 votes, openly espoused the cause of 
the Bakers, while the Griffiths took sides 
with the Whites. 

The story that reaches here from Man- 
chester is "that Bob Philpot was arrested 
this morning by Deputy Sheriff Wash 
Thncker. While very circumstantial in 
other respects, the report does not 
show clearly the origin of the trouble 
nor give the reason for Philpot's arrest. 
It is said that while Thncker was taking 
Philpot's bond, the latter was- shot from 
behind by a member of a crowd that had 
gathered. This precipitated a general 
tight with Winchesters and revolvers, 
which was • participated in by George 
Granville, Robert and Peter Philpot and 
Ed. Fisher on the one side, and Aaron 
Morris and Hugh, Jim and Green Grif- 
fith on the other- 

The battle began nt about o'clock 
and continued for ten or fifteen minutes. 
When it was over it was found that the 
live mentioned above had been killed out- 
right. Three of the belligerents were 
seriously wounded, while Pete Philpot 
was the only one on either side to escape 
injury. Granville Philpot is said to be 
one of the most seriously wounded. He 
is a union veteran, having lost a leg at 
Stone river. lie is an ox-member of the 
Kentucky legislature, and is said to have 
killed three or four men. 

The story of this battle caused con- 
sternation here, notwithstanding the 
fact that serious trouble has been ex- 
pected to break out among the moun- 
taineers of Clay county ever since the 
assassination of Tom Baker several 
weeks ago. An effort was nt once begun 
to secure deputies to go to the seat of 
the trouble and attempt to restore quiet, 
but up to a late hour in the afteruoou 
there had not been enough re-ponses to 
make up a force that would command 
respect. 

The situation at Manchester is deplor- 
able. Since morning the place has been 
in a stuto of terror, scarcely any one 
daring to venture out o£ doors. Busi- 
ness is suspended and the residents are 
momentarily expecting a renewal of hos- 
tilities. 



A WRESTLING PURSE. 

Eighteen Hundred Dollars Offered to 
Have the Champion Again 
Meet Koeber. 

Cleveland, Ohio, July 18— Tom Jen- 
kins, the world's champion catch-as- 
catch-can wrestler, has been offered a 
purse of !fl,800 for a contest with Ernest 
Koeber, and the probabilities are that 
the offer will be accepted. A syndicate 
of Montreal sporting men are behind the 
movement. Koeber has already accepted 
the offer, and it is almost certain that 
Jenkins will agree to a return match 
with the New Yorker, whom lie defeated 
here on July 4.

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THE LIEUTENANT- 
GOVERNOR'S VIEWS. 

" It was his great object in making his 
tour through Bennett and Atlin to meet 
personally the mining and business men 
of the district and obtain from them 
their Views and suggestions on all mat 
ters affecting the welfare of this portion 
of our province. He hoped that these 
personal interviews, together with ob 
serrations made by himself, would place 
him in a position to suggest certain 
changes in our present mining laws aDd 
in other matters in which the district 
might be interested, and it would be. his 
great endeavor to have such legislation 
enacted as he might 0nd was absolutely 
necessary for the better progress of the 
country, and to provide against a recur- 
rence of the atate of affairs arisen in 
Atlin. Ho assured all present that his 
visit carried nothing of a political char- 
acter,, and with a Dnal thanks to • the 
members of the board for the address 
presented, he cordially invited all to 
visit him at any time at his official resi- 
dence when in Victoria." 

The above is from the Bennett Sun 
and is a summary of the remarks of 
Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnos made be- 
fore the Bennett Board of Trade, in re- 
sponse to an address presented to him 
when on his way to Atlin. It was a 
very remarkable speech. If His Honor's 
remarks have been correctly summar- 
ized, it is didicult to imagine a more 
complete expression of want of confi- 
dence in his ministry than ho gave utter- 
ance to on that occasion. His course 
in addressing himself personally to an 
investigation of the conditions existing 
at Atlin is commendable, and quite 
within his constitutional rights, although 
it is undoubtedly very unusual. It is 
true that he assured his hearers that his 
visit has nothing of a political nature, 
but when he speaks of his intention to 
bring about changes in our mining laws 
and other matters, and to have such 
legislation enacted as will prevent a re- 
currence of 'such a state of affairs as 
lias arisen in Atlin, he deals with what 
every one else regards as an essential 
part of the politics of British Columbia. 
We submit that such a condition of 
things has never before been presented 
in this proviuce. At a time when the 
organs of the government were assuring 
us that there was nothing wrong nt 
Atlin, and when the members of the 
Cabinet were engaged in altercations of 
a character, bucIi as has never before- 
been exhibited in this province, th 
Lieutenant-Governor tells an audieuc 
that he is on his way to Atlin to discover 
a remedy for the evils resulting from the 
legislation and administration for which 
his advisers are responsible. Such a 
situation is positively unique. 
. The date of the paper in which the 
notable speech was reported waB July 
8, and the iufereuce is that the speech 
was delivered to the interested people of 
Bennett at a time when the people of 
this part of the province were being re- 
galed by Air. Semlin's charges of neglect, 
untnistworthiness and disgraceful con- 
duct against Mr. Martin, and Mr. Mar- 
tin's charges of incapacity againat Mr. 
Scmlin, and downright falsification of 
public records against. Mr. Cotton. The 
men whose duty it is to formulate the 
policy of the province and advise the 
Lieutenant-Governor were bickering 
amongst themselves for political 
•supremacy, while the Lieutenant-Gover- 
" nor was seeking for light upon a difficult 
question in order to be able intelligently 
to -advise his ministers and the legis- 



lature ob to what ought to be done. To 
state the case is to demonstrate the un- 
fitness of the present ministry to hold 
the reins of office for a single hour.- 

We concede fully the right of the 
Lieutenant-Governor to make the in- 
vestigations which he has undertaken 
and commend him for so doing. It is a 
principle of constitutional government 
that the crown or its representative may 
advise the ministry, as well as the minis- 
try the crown. The extraordinary thing 
about Lieutenant-Governor Mclnues' 
course is that he has boldly declared for 
a line of policy, winch every one knows, 
who has kept trnek of events, has not 
been recommended by his advisers. W« 
submit that his course leaves Mr. Sem- 
lin no other alternative than to fender 
hiB resignation. 

SENATE ItEFORM. 

We do not feel prepossessed in favor 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's resolution look- 
ing to restricting the power of the Sen- 
ato. It will be called a measure of 
Senate reform, but it is nothing of the 
kind. It is simply an expedient to over- 
come a hostile majority in the upper 
chamber. During the earlier part of 
the sessioii one of the Conservative 
members said that the way to overcome 
senatorial opposition to a bill which had 
passed the house, was to bring on a dis- 
solution, and if the people pronounced 
favorably upon the measure, the Senate 
voul ! always yield. This is the prac- 
tice in Great Britain, or more correctly 
speaking it is the theory which obtains 
in Great Britain, hut argument based 
upon any supposed analogy between the 
Canadian Senate and the British Hous 
or Lords breaks down at the outset; for 
in the very nature of things the Senat 
is a political body, which the House of 
Lords can hardly he said to be. More- 
over, as we have pointed out in previous 
articles, the House of Lords has existed 
from time immemorial side by side with 
the House of Commons, while our Sen 
nte is a modern creation representation 
of nothing in particular, and this is said 
without any wish to reflect upon the 
upper chamber. It would he clearly 
dangerous to have it understood that 
senate, which is always certain to be 
more or less of a partizan body, can 
compel the government of the day to 
either abandon a measure approved of 
by the representatives of the people oi 
else call a new election. At the same 
time we do not like the idea of a confer 
once as suggested by Sir Wilfrid. It is 
an imitation, and not a very good one, 
of a feature in the United States consti- 
tution of doubtful value. 

We think the Conservative party is 
approaching the question of Senate Re 
form from a mistaken point of view 
The disposition seems to be to treat it as 
purely a partizan matter. To extreme 
partizans it may be a very satisfactory 
thing to have a body of immovable legis- 
lators strongly favorable to their politi- 
cal party; but if the shoe happens to 
get on the other foot, it will not fit so 
well. We fear that those Conservatives, 
who are so loud in their praises of every- 
thing done by the Senate to embarrass 
the' present government, are cutting a 
stick for their own hacks later on. The 
political complexion of the Senate is 
rapidly changing, and if when the Con- 
servatives come into power, as they will 
certainly do by and bye, they find the 
Liberal press all over the country calling 
upon what may then be a Liberal senate 
to reject Conservative legislation, they 
cannot very well complain. Therefore 
we say that the effort of Conservatives 
ought rather to be to discover if it is 
not possible to make the Senate more 
representative of the popular will than 
it can ever be, as long as membership 
depends upon the political favor of the 
government in power when vacancies- 
occur and the tenure of office is for life. 
If Sir Wilfrid Laurier's resolution be- 
comes a part of the constitution, it 
would be about as well to abolish the 
Senate altogether. With a house divided 
by strong lines of party cleavage and f 
senate the same, the result of a confer 
ence would be a foregone conclusion ir 
nine cases out of ten. If partisanship 
must be reckoned with in the Senate 
Chamber, let the fact he recognized 
boldly and the Senate be made elective. 
The history of the thirty-two years since 
Confederation has not demonstrated the 
usefulness of the Senate to nny remark- 
able degree. 



was to pay the company the' actual cost 
plus 20 per cent.; rind to assist the com- 
pany, as far as the militia contingent 
were able. Eighty tons of goods were 
sent through this way, aud the cost to 
the governmeat was, in round numbers, 
$131,000, or ;?1,400 per ton. This is sub- 
ject to a small reduction, if the company 
is able to realize anything out of some 
horses and mules on hand. This amount 
also includes all the expenses attending 
the transportation of two hundred men 
and their personal baggage. The cost was 
enormous, but we do not feel free to 
criticize it, for, in common with most 
people on the Coast, the Colonist favored 
sending the militia in via the Stikiue. 
The Hudson's Bay contract ended when 
the supplies reached Lake Teslin. The 
expedition left Vancouver in the middle 
of May, nnd the first detachment reach- 
ed Teslin on July 1st, and Selkirk a 
few days later, The whole expedition 
reached Selkirk early in September. The 
C. P. N. carried the goods to Glenora 
at §-10 per ton, the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany taking them over there. 

Mr. Earle drew the attention of the 
house to some extraordinary charges 
made by H. N. Bate & Co., pointing 
out that the cost of the goods supplied 
by that firm was much higher than the 
same goods could be purchased for on 
the Coast, without taking into account 
the freight across the continent aud the 
"extraordinary," that Is, unusual, spe- 
cial charges on packing. In reply the 
minister ot militia made the surprising 
statement that he did not understand that 
the freight to the Coast was to be paid by 
the government, nnd that until Mr. 
Earle directed his attention to the fact, 
he did not know it had been charged. In 
regard to ( thc special charges for pack- 
ing, Mr. Earle pointed out that on the 
goods supplied to the Mounted Police In 
Victoria and Vancouver, there was no 
such charge, the goods being furnished 
by the merchants in packages as requir- 
ed. One extraordinary charge was for 
sacks, in which oats were shipped, just as 
if, to quote Mr. Earle, oats were thrown 
around loose. On the question of prices, 
Mr. Earle said they were slightly higher 
than those for which similar goods were 
furnished the Mounted Police by mer- 
chants of the Coast, but he laid most 
stress upon the fact that, in addition to 
these higher prices, there were the charg- 
es for freight and extras. 'He thought 
the house was entitled to some explana 
tion as to whnt is to be done about the 
freight, and he demanded that the item 
should stand until the explanation had 
been made. The minister of militia 
thereupon promised to see Messrs. Bate 
& Co., and if the agreement was that 
the goods were to be delivered at Van 
eouver, to ask them to refund the 
freight. With this Mr. Earle expressed 
himseJf as satisfied. 
. The discussion was continued by Mr 
Earle asking if the Boston & Alaska 
Transportation Company had delivered 
its freight according to contract. To 
this the minister replied that it was de 
livered in their vessels, but that M 
Ogilvie had to make arrangements to 
have the vessels taken charge of and the 
goods delivered. The government repaid 
Mr. Ogilvie} but had not paid the com 
pany a dollar, and does not propose to, 
until all the goods are delivered. Then 
the company will be paid what is fairly 
coming to them, after deducting any 
proper charges. The government is not 
bound by the contract, for the good 
were not delivered within the time limit, 
which was August 31, 1S9S. 

The heartiest supporter of the govern- 
ment will be unable to discover any- 
thing in the above impartial summary 
of the principal points brought out in the 
debate which will add to the credit of 
the administration, but much to show 
that what we concede was a difficult 
matter was very badly handled.

YUKON MILITIA SUPFI/IKS. 



The debate on the supplies to the mili- 
tia stationed on the Yukon brought out 
a number of interesting matters, some of 
which have, not been satisfactorily ex- 
plained. Our special correspondent at 
Ottawa dealt with a few of these in his 
letter printed in yesterday's Colonist. We 
have now before us the Hansard report 
of the debate, and a few references may 
bo made to it. In all, the militia de- 
partment in 1S08 sent into the Yukon 
330 tons of supplies, and the cost of 
transportation amounted to about $250,- 
000. Some of this went by way of St. 
Michael, and some by way of the Stik- 
lue. This is nt the rate of $750 a ton, 
or 37% cents a pound. Bren admitting 
the great difficulties surrounding North- 
ern transportation in 1808, it must be 
conceded by every one that this is an 
enormous price. It appears that while 
tenders were not publicly invited, sev- 
eral persons were privately asked to put 
in bids, and three did so. These were ap- 
parently all for the transportation via 
St. Michael. The. prices at which the 
contract Was awarded wore $250 per 
ton to Dawson, and to Selkirk .$300 per 
ton. Very strangely, it was not specified 
whether this was to be a to-i weight or 
a ton measurement. The supplies sent 
in by way of the Stlkirie were taken in 
by the Hudson's Bay Company, under 
an arrangement by which the government

We 
hope those of our contemporaries which 
gave currency to the highly-colored stor- 
ies sent out will 'make the necessary cor- 
rections. There may be rich places on 
the West Coast, but they are yet to be 
discovered.

While Mr. Howard's friends here are 
hoping that Impeetor Wood's statement 
will prove correct, they are still very 
anxious. Air. Clearihue, who was yes- 
terday quoted in connection with the 
case, left Atlin the morning after the 
party, he proceeding by steamer. They 
passed the heavily-laden boat the night 
after their departure. Mr. Clearihue 
made a trip down to White Horse llap- 
ids, and on the -way back kept a close 
lookout for the Howard boat, he being 
anxious about the occupants, as he did 
not consider the boat safe, but was un- 
able to see any signs of her. Of course 
he may have overlooked her lip the 
crowds of craft that were going down 
the river.

A WONDERFUL MIDDY. 

Who One Was at n Mythical Station 
and Transported Himself Home. 

A good story is cold about Lieut. 
Aupen, one-time torpedo lieutenant on 
H. M. S. Orlando, on the Australian 
station. -Years ago, when he was u 
middy, his ship was stationed at Van- 
couver, and Aupen, being seized with a 
sudden illness, was invalided just prior 
to the departure of his vessel on a cruise. 
The only other ofileer then left in port 
was the chief carpenter, also invalided. 
The youngster had deeply studied the 
Queen's naval regulations, and the time 
for his examination coming round, he 
applied— seizing the golden hour— to the 
only senior otllcer in the port, the chief 
carpenter, to be examined for lieutenant. 
This he or any ollicer is entitled to do 
whenever or wherever he may he, if the 
requisite term of his service be fulfilled. 
The chief carpenter accordingly exam- 
ined the lad and passed him with flying 
colors. Aupen immediately thereby be- 
came the senior officer on the station, 
and his first act of authority was to 
order himself to England with de- 
spatches, an order he obeyed with con- 
summate address and with all the haste 
possible, seeing his ship might return at 
any minute, and Christmas was ap- 
proaching. He arrived one evening at 
Portsmouth and found he would have 
to wait eight hours for a train to Lon- 
don. Again the regulations came to his 
aid. Reg. No. so-and-so directs all 
officers carrying despatches to take 
every available means to expedite the 
arrival of same at. headquarters. Aupen 
decided that the Admiralty ought to 
have his despatches forthwith. He or- 
dered a special train to London and pre- 
sented himself before the then First 
Lord. The great man, who hud heard 
nothing about either Aupen or his de- 
spatches before, requested an explana- 
tion, which the lad respectfully gave. 
He escaped without even a reprimand. 
He had complied to the letter with the 
Queen's regulations, ami the whole af- 
fair quickly became the laugh of London. 
The cream of the joke was that Aupen's 
despatches contained nothing but a nar- 
rative of his own illness and a glowing 
account of the brilliant manner in 
which he had passed his exam., written 
by himself. His next ship received him 
as Lieutenant.— Shanghai Daily Press, 
June 1.

SEAL FISHERIES OP JAPAN. 

A Rapidly Developing Industry in the 
Island Empire. 

Consul-Generol Gowey scuds the state 
department from Yokohama, May 4, 
1SDD, a clipping from the Japan Times 
relative to the seal fishery (if Japan. In 
connection with the facts therein stated, 
says Mr. .Gowey, showing the growth of 
this industry in Japanese hands, it is 
significant to note that there are - no 
longer any foreign vessels fitted out 
here for seal or otter hunting. Only a 
few years ago a large fleet of American 
and British schooners so employed made 
their headquarters at Yokohama. The 
clipping reads: 

" The news given by us n few weeks 
ago concerning the prospect of thin 
year's 6oal fishery is apparently well 
founded. About 111 Japanese sealing 
craft started this year from Hakodate 
and other places, and some of them 
have come bnck laden with 11 large 
number of skins. One that entered 
Oginohama about the 11th ultimo 
brought back 340 skins, while three that 
reached Hakodate about the same time 
hud between them some 580.' The re- 
ports these sealers have brought arc 
satisfactory. Recently it was very rare 
for a sealer to catch as many as 200 
from the commencement of the season to 
the first week of April; hut this seems 
to he the rule, and not the exception, 
this year. As over 40 days remain, 
counting from the 10th ultimo, the 
year's record is expected to be some- 
tiling extraordinary. Wo do not. know 
how the foreign sealers have fared, but 
probably they have not done badly 
where their Japanese confreres have 
been so successful."

Garonne Owners Ask Collector 
Milne to Do the Im- 
possible. 



A steerage passenger named Turner 
•ommitted suicide during the voyage of 
the Pacific Cost steamship "Umatilla, 
which armed here from San Francisco 
yesterday morning. The unfortunate 
was a man of about 45 years of age, 
and so far a» could bs found out comes 
from Livermore, CnJ. All were Strang 
ers to Mm on hoard the ship, and from 
the time of embarking bo seemed in 
trouble. He had received a letter pre- 
viously, which completely upset him, 
and after taking passage made several 
threats to jump overboard. No oue ; 
however, regarded him siTriously — not 
till Sunday atternoon about 2 o'clock, 
when he deliberately climbed over the 
ship's railing and plunged head first into 
the sea, One of Uie -woman passengers 
was the only one to see the act. She 
rushed aft, giving the alarm, and all on 
hoard were soon ou deck. The steamer 
at the time was going full speed, und 
could not be stopped within the length 
of a few city blocks. A heavy sea was 
running, and the drowning man was 
soon lost sight of. He had struck out 
bravely to stive his life, having repented 
of his rashness on touching the water, 
but soon sank. A boat was lowered, 
and even this ut times would totally dis 
appear in the surging billows. Au hour 
was spent in this way, with the steamer 
cruising around, but nothing more was 
seen either of the man or of the two life 
buoys thrown to him by fellow passcn 
gers. The ship coming on to Victoria 
arrived yesterday morning, and discharg- 
ed 157 tons of general freight for Vic- 
toria merchants. She also lunded lierc 
43 saloon passengers and 24 steerage 
passengers, 



WOULD NOT C AIi Li. 

Garonne Would Not Touch Here Be- 
cause She Had to Enter 
and Clear. 

There was a little side feature to the 
arrival of the steamer Garonne from St. 
Michael yesterday that was decidedly 
interesting. As is well known, the 
steamer had been looked for for many- 
days before her arrival, and it was also 
pretty generally understood that 'the 
Tessel might not berth at the outer 
wharf. On Monday Mr. Frank Water- 
house, representing the managing com- 
pany, who had been in the city for sev- 
eral days waiting for the ship, had Cap- 
tain Dan Mcintosh's naphtha' launch 
under engagement and laying at the 
outer wharf ready at a moment's warn- 
ing to run out and meet the big treasure 
ship. The engagement of the tug Czar, 
a much larger craft but with no passen- 
ger license, was in mind, for an excur- 
sion down the Straits to meet the Gar- 
onne and bring her Victoria passengers 
to the city, but Collector Milne would 
not give his consent to this, nor would 
he, at the request of Mr. Waterhouse, 
permit the vessel to call here without 
entering and clearing in the customary 
way. This would not involve any extra 
expense in his owa department, but 
would bring ber under the pilotage regu- 
lations. The original plans accordingly 
were carried out, and the launch met 
the Garonne off the Race yesterday 
morning and transferred to her a Van- 
couver pilot. No passengers, however, 
came ashore, all being taken to Van- 
couver. Mr. Waterhouse after all did 
'not have the pleasure of meeting the 
ship, having in answer to a telegraphic 
message taken his departure for the 
Sound on Monday evening. 

EMPRESS ARRIVES. 

It. M. S. Empress of India, of the 
Canadian Pacific line, ai rived in quaran- 
tine early yesterday morning, having 
made a quick trip across the Pacific, but 
being delayed a few hours in. the Straits 
by a thick fog, She had a pleasant 
trip, line weather and a jolly crowd of 
passengers, making the time pass only 
too quickly. There were just 150 pas- 
sengers in the cabin, including home- 
bound diplomats and naval officers of 
different powers; missionaries, who are 
taking a rest from their arduous work 
in the interior of China and Japan;

THE LOCAL NEWS. 



Malicious Damage.— Mr. Walter Mor- 
ris received word from Point Roberts 
yesterday, stating that, the long wire 
cable used by the tannery in which ho is 
interested had been cut by some mali- 
cious parties, causing a suspension of op- 
erations and consequently u serious loss:. 
Some time ago the same cannery iost 
two boats, which were afterwards 
picked up in the Straits, bottom up. 
The identity of those taking them could 
never be learned, but on this occasion 
Mr. Morris intends offering a reward 
for the arrest of the culprits. 

Society Day Postponed.— Out of con- 
sideration for Nannimo, the date of the 
Society Day celebration has been chnng- 
ed to August 10. This step wus taken 
at a meeting of the general committee 
Inst evening, when Mr. R. T. Williams 
occupied the chair, and when it was 
shown that August 12, the date selected 
for the celebration because it was the 
anniversary of the first meeting of the 
British Columbia parliament, was pay- 
day at the collieries. Previous to the 
meeting the sub-committees met with 
Mr. Thomas Russell presiding, and fur- 
ther arrangements for the event were 
made. 



Fire at the Wharf.— A blaze at the 
outer wharf which might have resulted 
seriously was discovered in the nick of 
time yesterday by A. McCormack, a 
runner for the Queen's hotel. A passen- 
ger arriving on the Empress threw a 
lighted cigar which fell through . the 
wharf to the planks below and set tire 
to the wharf. When smoke was first 
seen issuing from the cracks it was 
thought that it came from one of the 
steamers lying alongside and no atten- 
tion was paid to it, but McCormack 
soon saw flames and immediately ran for 
a bucket of water, with which he 
quenched the fire. 

Natural History Society.— At the fort- 
nightly meeting of the Natural History 
Society on Monday evening, the business 
first transacted was the election of sec- 
retary to fill the place caused by the 
resignation of Dr. Crompton, Mr. Na- 
pier Denison of the meteorological ser- 
vice was unanimously elected to fill this 
position. Many interesting specimens 
and curiosities were shown, the most 
striking being a huge snake four feet 
and a half in length, which was recently 
killed by Dr. Helmcken in his garden. 
It is thought to be quite foreign to this 
section of the country. Rev. Mr. Roberts 
of H. M. S. Amphion also brought be- 
fore the society numerous Indian imple- 
ments discovered near Comox. A speci- 
men of "Indian soap" found at Cowicban 
was shown by Dr. New-combe.

What Steam Is Doing for 
the (Miners of the 
Klondike. 



Large Number of Tourists 
at Present in the 
City. 



G. G. Allen and Frank Lowery, two mining 
men of Dawson City, who linve extensive 
mining Interests In the North, are registered 
at the Hotel Victoria. They are here to 
purchase supplies for the wlater ami a large 
atenin holler and hoisting engine to be used 
to develop their claims and assist iu eitruct- 
lng the precious metal from the ground. 
"The steam boiler Is comparatively a new 
addition to the miner's tools used In the 
Klondike," said Mr. Allen last evening, 
"and they were not used until liiBt winter. 
About 100 pounds of steam Is guaranteed in 
the boiler, to which It attached a pipe and 
hose, which is run Into the ground to soften 
the frozen earth. At the end of the pipe 
Which is put Into the ground Is attached a 
top-like knob, through which the steam 
rushes through a hole about as large as 
the head of an ordinary pin. This loosens 
the ground for about four feet around the 
pipe, und after the steam has been running 
into the ground the pipe is put Into 
another place. This operation Is continued 
ns long us desired. The water from the 
steam all draws off In a couple of hours, 
leaving the dirt and gravel loose and dry 
for the sluice boxes. The method has many 
advantages over the old way of digging a 
hole In the ground and building a lire 
therein to thaw the earth, as many times 
cave-Ins, In which lives are lost, are the 
result. It is quicker, too, and there Is n 
considerable saving lu fuel, and when wood 
costs fltO a cord this Is quite nn Item. 
When the Steam was ilrst tried In Dawson 
last winter anil It was found to he success- 
ful, people went wild with enthusiasm, and 
boilers were In great demand. The electric 
light plant In Dawson City was shut down 
and the boiler was removed to some claims 
on Sulphur creek, where it was used to 
make steam to ho run Into the ground. 
One man offered $2,000 to the owner of a 
small steam launch there for the use of the 
holler of the launch during the winter, and 
the proposal was refused. 1 am here to 
purchase a fifteen horse power boiler, which 
will go North on the Tees to-day. The 
boiler weighs 3,000 pounds, and It will cost 
$2,400 to land It in Dawson City, which If 
considerably more than the boiler costs.' 
Messrs. Alien and Lowery leave on the 
Tees, which sails this evening.

Missionaries Recalled 
Sections of China 
the Consuls.

From advices brought by the steamer 
Olympia of the Northern Pacific lino, 
which reached here from Hongkong and 
■way ports on Saturday, there appears to 
be danger of the dread bubonic plague 
spreading along the Pacific coast of Asia, 
and if it does the quarantine authori- 
ties on this side will have a fight to 
keep it out of America. In past seas- 
ons the disease has been confined to the 
Chinese section of Hongkong and the 
other Southern China cities, but already 
this y«ar two European residents of 
Hongkong, one a sanitary officer, and 
cases, as previously reported, have been 
found on steamers passing through Yo- 
kohama on their way to Sail Francisco. 
There were two cases on the America 
Maru, both patients U'ing Japanese sail- 
ors, and one of the first-class passengers 
after leaving the steamer at Kobe was 
attacked. The casos. on the City of 
Pekin at Taichu .Maru, were both in 
the steerage. 

MISSIONARIES RETIRE. 

At the request of the British and Am- 
erican consuls at Foochow, all the mis- 
sionaries west of that place have with- 
drawn, as very serious trouble was an 
ticipated. The mission home and hos- 
pital at Kienningfoo were burned to the 
ground, and the missionaries were hour- 
ly in fear of being murdered, and only 
escaped after the greatest difficulty. 

The mandarins are utterly useless in 
the matter. The Viceroy has been re- 
quested to sentl soldiers to the scene of 
the outrage, and to send men for the pro- 
tection of missionaries in the disturbed 
region, but he appears to have treated 
the request with ominous silence. 

Dr. Rig succeeded in escaping from 
Kienyaug. Telegraphing from Yengping 
he says that there are only about 150 
soldiers there, and that the trouble is 
spreading. 

The mission ladies suffered great trials 
in reaching Foochow, and had to 
hide in boats, the boatmen showing 
themselves very loyal. The ladies had to 
walk bare-footed across fields, so as to 
escape attention. The latest news offi- 
cially circulated is that the British con- 
sul has heard from the Viceroy that 
Rev. Mr. Phillips and wife, as well as 
Miss Sears, are safe in Kienyaug Ya- 
men. The locality is quiet. 

At Kienningfoo • leper settlement two 
leper Christians were murdered and their 
bodies thrown into a pond. One blind 
watchman belonging to the church was 
stoned to death, and his body thrown 
into the river. Two other natives are re- 
ported to have perished. 

MINING DISASTER. 

Here is the official report of the Ho- 
koku mining disaster, in which over two 
hundred men wore killed: 

At a quarter past 12 on the morning 
of the 15th inst., a prolonged sound like 
that of thunder claps at a long distance 
was heard in the neighborhood of the 
mine. The sound lasted for only 5 min- 
utes. Meanwhile a thick column of 
smoke began to issue from the UMBth of 
the pit, which, when carefully examined, 
proved to be • clouds of pulverized coal 
dust. It was evident that the sound must 
have been produced by an explosion 
of gas. A number of constables and 
miners proceeded' at once into one of the 
adits, carrying implements for extin- 
guishing fire and shutting off ventilation, 
only to emerge a few minutes later re- 
porting it impossible to make any head- 
way, owing to the imperfect ventilation 
and the presence of noxious gases. But 
there being no sign of combustion, steps 
were taken for ventilating the air in 
the pit, and the work was still In prog- 
ress when the present report was mailed. 
At the time of the explosion a number 
of miners were at work at a depth of 
about 4,000 feet from the. mouth, and 
none of them have since come out. It is 
not easy to ascertain their number, for 
besides those on the list there were many 
not included in it. However, according 
to the returns upto the present, there 
must have been in the pit 207 men, jf 
whom five were mechanics. All these 
must have met a terrible death. There 
are, besides, nine miners who were work- 
ing outside at the time, and though they 
were severely injured, their lives are not 
in danger. 

RETURN OF WARSHIPS. 

The Japanese government has been 
recently in close negotiations with the 
Chinese concerning the return of the 
remnants of the Peiyang fleet which 
survived the battle of Yalu and the 
siege of Wei-IIai-Wei in 1894-5. The 
transaction is termed "a gift of .Tapan 
to China," and the vessels to be returned 
will be the nrmor-clads Chenyuen and 
Pingyuen, the protected cruisers Tsiyu- 
en and Kuangping, and the Armstrong 
•''mosquito" gunboats Chenpien, Chen 
chung, Chontung, Chcnnan, Chenhsi and 
Chenpoi, or a total of ton vessels. It 
is confidently asserted among Chinese of 
ficials that there is to be a quid pro quo 
in the matter, and that if the deal takes 
place there will be some important 
changes in Fuklen province. A high Chi- 
nese official now in Shanghai on business 
from the North further states that the 
return of the old Peiyang fleet to China 
will mark the era of an offensive and 
defensive alliance between Japan and 
China, and that, as an outcome, the 
Chinese armies and fleetB will ' have a 



large proportion of Japanese officers and 
instructors to drill them. Chinese offi- 
cialdom talk freely and confidently, as 
if the affair were an accomplished fact 
already. 

RIVER PIRATES. 
The Hongkong Daily Press gives some 
further details as to the case of piracy 
which took place on the West river, 
when Messrs. Banker & Company's 
steamer, the Wa On, was taken posses- 
sion of by a party of pirates who had 
embarked as passengers, and money 
and goods to the value of $7,000 taken. 
It seems that many of the passengers 
were women, who had considerable sums 
of money on their persons. The engine- 
room doors and the doors leading to the 
passenger quarters were not shut, jas 
they should have been, when the launch 
reached Kumchuck rapids, and when a 
certain signal was given the pirates 
were able to swarm over the launch and 
take everything in their own hands. They 
were all armed, and apparently resist- 
ance would have been useless. One 
party took possession, of the main deck, 
and the other of the upper deck. The 
captain was ordered to steer in the di- 
rection of Kongmoon. He did so, and 
on arriving there the pirates found some 
of their confederates awaiting them with 
a couple of lighters and sampans. The 
sampans set out for the launch, and the 
pirates got into them and made off, hav- 
ing previously told the captain he could 
go. The Wa On is a large launch- 
some 178 feet long— and can go at the 
rate of 12 knots an hour. The wonder 
is, therefore, that it did not strike the 
captain to run the pirates down, as he 
could easily have done, when they wore 
in the sampans. He, however, made his 
way at once to Canton, which is six 
hours' steaming away, and reported the 
matter there. In the meantime the pi- 
rates got clear away. 

BY EMPRESS OF INDIA. 

The Empress of India arriving yester- 
day brought five days later news than 
the Olympia. Before the India left all 
the steamers iu quarantine had been re- 
leased, and the City of Pekin and Am- 
erica Maru proceeded to San Francisco. 
Iu Hongkong the disease continues to 
spread. The epidemic this time last 
year was rapidly diminishing, but this 
year it, unfortunately, seems more per- 
sistent. The following table gives the 
number of cases and deaths in the cor- 
responding weeks of the two years: 
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MORE PIRACY. 

The new territory acquired by Great 
Britain across from Hongkong is inhab- 
ited by a good many lawdess Bpirits, 
though the activity of the police and the 
severe punishment which is being in- 
flicted upon offenders is likely ere long 
to have the effect of keeping them with- 
in bounds. The acting chief justice sen- 
tenced the armed robbers from Lantau 
to a flogging uud seven years' imprison- 
ment. While every effort is being made 
lo clear out undesirable characters from 
British territory, the same cannot be 
said of across the border, with the re- 
sult that those who have broken the 
laws in British territory are able to 
elude pursuit and take refuge in the Chi- 
nese portion of the peninsula. A re- 
markable instance of this was reported 
to the police, when news arrived that 30 
armed men had attacked a couple of 
junks in Mirs Bay and carried off about 
$200 and the occupants of the junk 
across the line, subsequently sending one 
of the men to Taipohu to seek for ran- 
som. This man came across the police 
and told them his story, and word was 
sent to Hongkong. 

RUSSIA GRABBING ALL. 

A correspondent writing from New- 
chwang to the N. C. Daily News, says 
that the Russians regard the new Anglo- 
Russian agreement as givyig them 
complete and exclusive control and pos- 
session of Manchuria. Any land re- 
quired by them is, he says, freely taken 
from other foreigners or natives, with- 
out compensation, lie says, also, in u 
loiter dated the 8th inst.: 

"I have just received news from Moilk- 
den district that I he Russians have caus- 
ed the Chinese officials to stop working 
some gold mines that employed 20,000 
men, because they are going to take pos- 
session of them, and these gold mines 
are some 00 li from the railway. They 
also took some coal mines 150 li north of 
Moukdcn from the Chinese who had 
been working them, and paid nothing for 
them. They are also trying to take 
some coal and iron mines which are -150 
or 500 li from the railway, and I am told 
by those who are employed by the Rus- 
sians they are going to build railways, 
and take over any mines, bouses or land 
they require in Manchuria. Further, I 
know this much, I have seen them do it 
in two places, without any orders from 
the Chinese government. In fact, there 
are orders against the Russians having 
nny mines worked by Chinese; but, for 
all that, they go and take them, and 
pay nothing — only a free use of the 
bamboo. They have done that at Liao- 
J'nng. 

READY, AYE READY. 

On the 16th ult., at Wei-Hai-Wei, Ad- 
miral Seymour caused the emergency 
call to be hoisted ashore. Notice was 
given to the fleet, which consisted of the 
Victorious, Barfleur, Centurion, Iphi- 
genin, Rattler, Aurora, Bnnaventure, 
.Brisk, Alacrity, Linnet and Whiting, at 
0:80 a. m. The signal was hoisted an 
hour afterwards, anil by 11 o'clock those 
available, namely, 1,700 men, composed 
of 1,300 seamen and 100 marines, all 
fully armed, carrying two hundred and 
fifty rounds of ammunition and equip- 
ped with two days' provisions, were land- 
ed with their field guns and ambulance 



corps by their ov/n boats. It is reported 
that the Iphigenia made the best time 
in this brilliant manoeuvre. 

JAPANESE ACQUISITION. 

The Japanese have hoisted the flag on 
Weeks or Marcus Island, southeast of 
the Bonin Islands, fearing that the Unit- 
ed States would take it as a telegraph 
station, Wake Island, which is to the 
southeast of Marcus Island, being for 
many months of the year tinder water. 
FRENCH DEMAND. 

The French have claimed 1,200,000 
taels and mining rights' in six districts 
in Szechuen province. This demand 
practically covers the whole mineral field 
of Szechueti and the large monetary 
claim was made in the hope that the 
Chinese government, having no spare 
funds for such a heavy indemnity would 
grant the mining rights. The Chinese, 
however, have offered 2,000,000 taels, in 
settlement of all claims. 

The French now insist upon having 
the mining concessions, which will in- 
volve the question of the Yanfftszo val- 
ley, arid the control of Szechnen. 
- HATED FOREIGNER. 

More anti-foreign riots have occurred 
in China'; In Yunnan province rioters 
have burned a French consulate and cus- 
toms station; in Peking a Frenchman 
has been attacked by Kan-su soldiers, 
and the customs residence was burned 
and the quarters of the outdoor staff 
and the French consulate plundered. 

The names of ten of the natives who 
incited the mob to burn, loot and des- 
troy property at Fukien are well known, 
and it is hoped that these will he arrested 
at once and brought to justice. 

It was the intention of the rioters to 
attack and destroy the hospital at Nang- 
wa, but the sudden arrival of 40 soldiers 
put a stop to it.

GRAND FORKS. 



Grand Forks, July 14.— While taking a 
stroll across the hills east of the city on 
Thursday afternoon George Cummlngs dis- 
covered a sulphur spring. He was crossing 
a llitlc gully, through which trickled a tiny 
stream of water, when he detected a strong 
smell of sulphur. Suspecting the cause, he 
examined the streamlet and was amazed to 
had a sulphurous deposit here and there 
along the hanks. Following up the course 
whence the water Mowed, Sir. Cumuilugs 
proceeded a few hundred yards to the 
source, a large-sized spring. As soon as he 
tasted the water he was convinced that 
he had made an Important discovery. Re- 
porting the news on lils return to the city, 
a small-sized stampede took place to the 
spring, which Is located on John A. Manly's 
ranch, three-quarters of a mile from the 
city limits. The correctness of Mr. Gum- 
ming's Mud was soon confirmed, and already 
the health-giving water la being dispensed 
around town us a beverage. Mr. Manly 
purposes laying a pipe from the spring to 
the Vate hotel. Samples of the water have 
heen sent to Spokane for the purpose of 
obtaining an nnalysls. 

The widespread diffusion of the copper 
gold bodies of the Uoundary country has 
again been demonstrated. While building 
the spur line through Summit Camp this 
week a O.P.K. construction gang uncovered 
three large ledges of high-grade ore on the 
Oro Deuoro property. The news was at 
once wired to Smith Curtis, the president 
of the company, who is now In Montreal. 

Fire yesterday destroyed the recently com- 
plcted steam laundry owned by Walker & 
McKenzle and the adjoining plaulng mill 
of McCutcheon & Jones. The water pres 
sure was Insufficient, and the flreraen, see- 
ing the futility of attempting to. save the 
blazing structure, devoted their energies 
to other buildings in the vicinity. The 
total loss was ?lf>,000, partly Insured. Both 
Mrms, owing to the encouragement of the 
citizens, wlll'rebulld at once.

Southampton, July 18.— There was 
much excitement in the Solent to-day 
over the Britannia-Shamrock race. From 
curly morning crowds watched the 
preparations on board both yachts, while 
the whole fleet from Southampton, 
Cowcs and other points made for Hyde. 
The scene at Ryde pier was most ani- 
mated. Long before the start crowds 
of fashionable visitors had arrived. The 
Dog. Shamrock was towed from Southamp- 
ton, the Erin following with Sir Thomas 
Lipton and u distinguished company- 
The Prince of Wales arrived at South- 
ampton at 11 o'clock, wearing a yacht- 
ing suit, and immediately embarked on 
board the Admiralty yacht Eire Queen. 

The course is from ltyde pier head 
eastward round Nab lightship, leaving 
it on starboard hand; then hack past 
Cowcs to a point on the Solent bank, 
rounding buoy on starboard and finish- 
ing at Cowes opposite the Royal Yacht 
Squadron houses. 

The yachts Shamrock ami Britannia 
started punctually at 12 o'clock, with a 
fresh southeast breeze blowing. 

As the starting gun boomed the Brit- 
annia almost immediately crossed the 
line, the Shamrock following in a way 
to give the impression that she had no 
objection to giving the Britannia a 
slight lead. The latter, however, did 
not long maintain the advantage. It 
was a dead heat to windward and little 
distance was covered before the Sham- 
rock, which started on the short log to 
port, overhauled her, and on the follow- 
ing long leg to starboard the Shamrock 
forged abend rapidly. It was at once 
noticed that she was sailing nearly half 
a point nearer the wind than the Britan- 
nia, The Shamrock was carrying main- 
sail, jib-headed topsail, and jib foresail. 
The Britannia carried the same canvas, 
but in addition her club topsail. 

The Shamrock was half a mile ahead 
passing Warner. Hogarth was at the 
helm of the challenger. The boat held 
up admirably and there was not a drop 
of water on deck. She proved ex- 
tremely quick in putting about, only Ink- 
ing lO'/i seconds. On rounding the Nab 
lightship both yachts sot their spin- 
nakers for the run back. The only mis- 
hap of the day was that when the 
Shamrock's began to till the top caught 
in the cross-trees. The huge canvas 
Hopped flat and then suddenly hurst like 
a balloon, anil a big rent became visible 
in the upper part, where a long strip bad 
been torn out, leaving a hole big enough 
for a man to crawl through. The 
Shamrock's speed naturally suffered 
somev/bat from this accident. 

Both boats soon set their topsails and 
later their balloon foresails. The yachts 
jibbed to port near Ryde, They were 
then travelling at such a rate that the 
press boat, going at a speed of 11 knots, 
was unable to keep pace with the Sham- 
rock, though the wind had lightened con- 
siderably after leaving Nab lightship. 
The Britannia appeared to be holding 
her own for a short spell before reach- 
ing Ryde, but the Shamrock again crept 
slowly ahead, widening the gap. The 
scene at this time was an inspiring one. 
Both yachts, under their cloud of can- 
vas, were gliding on even keels. The 
wind freshened after passing Cowes, and 
both boats took in their spinnakers and 
started on the broad reach to the Solent 
buoy. After jibbing around they 
reached buck, finishing with a short tack 
to make the home mark. Experts were 
satisfied that the Shamrock will be able 
to give a good account of herself in the 
contest for the America's Cup.

He had no desire 
however, to let everyone into the secret 
of the actual speed of the i.'halleng 
Confirmation of this opinion is found in 
the fact that while the Britannia car- 
ried every possible stitch of canvas, the 
Shamrock was running before the wind 
from Nab lightship to the Solent bank 
buoy and only had jib-headed topsail 
instead of club topsail, like the Britan- 
nia, and that or the broad reach hom< 
from Solent Buoy, the Shamrock low- 
ered her big topsail, which would have 
been of material assistance hail h 
skippers really wished to show her til 
her best, 

Mr- Fife and Mr. James were on hoard 
the Shamrock, but Sir .Tames Lipton 
followed on the Erin, which with a few 
yachts and one solitary but crowded ex- 
cursion steamer escorted the racers 
round the course. The fresh breeze that 
was blowing at the start fell somewhat, 
but revived sufficiently to bring t.he 
racers home at a good pace nnd proved 
an excellent, wind from a racing point of 
view, as it enabled the cracks to be 
tested as to their points, namely, beat- 
ing to windward, running and reaching. 
The Shamrock showed to best advantage 
beating to windward and gained six 
minutes on the Britannia in the eight 
miles beat to the Nab lightship from 
the start, although the beating is con- 
sidered one of the Britannia's strong 
points. On the run bnck to Cowes the 



Shamrock's gain was less perceptible 
considering the distance— about 15 
miles— but the Shamrock did not set her 
club topsail and she did not do her best. 
On the reach home the Shamrock did 
better, and could evidently have done the 
distance in much shorter time if she hud 
been put upon her mettle. 

The Shamrock is decidedly the fastest 
boat ever launched in these wnters. No 
other craft ever gave the Britannia such 
a banting on a fair sailing trial. There 
was considerable manoeuvring of the 
yachts before the start, and the opinion 
was expressed that the Shamrock did 
hot appear to be so well handled as the 
Britannia, which was in the hands of 
the veteran Carter, who skippered her 
successfully against the Vigilant in 1894; 
The Britannia was sailed beautifully, 
and excited general admiration among 
the immense crowd of fashionable per- 
sons who witnessed the return of the 
boats.

GRANITE GREEK PROPERTIES. 

A Visitor Writes With Enthusiasm of 
Tins Section of Alberni District. 

An Alberni correspondent who has 
made a trip up Granite Creek, which he 
styles emphatically "the richest part of 
Vancouver Island," writes as follows: 

"On leaving the beach at Franklin 
river or Iliawatches creek, you ascend 
about 250 feet, and follow this creek 
until you reach Granite creek, a tribu- 
tary. You follow this creek, crossing 
and re-crossing the same several times, 
until you reach the mineral claim known 
as the Star of the West, owned by 
Messrs. Sterling, Saunders and others. 
This property is now lying idle, but the 
owners should awake, and with a small 
investment this could be made a bonan- 
za mine, as it is known that the rock 
assayed over $10 to the ton, and this 
property is only three miles from the 
beach. Adjoining this property are the 
Islander and Nevada. Leaving this 
property, it is a gradual ascent until 
you reach the Happy Tom and Black 
Jack claims. Here the trail forks, lead- 
ing to the Starlight, Emma and Texas. 
Another trail leads to the Hannah, Coci- 
odore, Danube, Anthony, Brutus and 
Caesar; also to the Golden Fingers, the 
main trail leading to the renowned W. 
W. \V. mine, ami further on the Monte 
Carlo and Eureka group. A short des- 
cription of each claim will be needed 
to show the country. The Happy Tom 
claim is owned by Mr. 0. Soli, II. S. 
Law and others, and is being opened up. 
A cabin of good size is about to be erect- 
ed. The Texas. Emma and Starlight 
claims are a group owned by Messrs. 
Sterling, Saunders, Ward, Toole, Han- 
son and McCoy. This property now 
has an SO-foot tunnel driven, and it is 
expected that soon it will be in a run- 
ning position. These claims lie about 
4,000 feet above the level. 

The Hannah claim is owned by GuS 
Hoge and some Victorians. This claim 
has a good showing, but needs develop- 
ment. Next lies the Commodore, owned 
by Chris Soli, upon which some work 
has been done. 

The Danube lies next, and is a good 
proposition, of which Capt. Irving is the 
owner, 

Behind the Danube lies the Anthony, | 
lately staked by Messrs. Cooper and 
Garrard, and from which a good nssay 
was received. 

Next you follow up Beck creek, wdiere 
von find the Brutus, and 3,000 feet fur- 
ther up the Caesar. These properties 
were located one year ago by Beck and 
Williams, who found float on the same 
that went as high as $0,000. Mr. Will- 
iams disposed of his interests to some 
Victoria parties, business calling him to 
the States. Assessment work is being 
done on these claims at present, the 
snow just having left the same. 

Two leads on these claims show a 
very rich prospect, and it is anticipated 
that ore will be shipped from these 
claims ere the summer is gone. From 
the top of the Caesar the West Coast 
can be plainly seen, as also the Olym- 
pic range of mountains. On looking 
down the north side of the claim you 
can see the Nitnnt valley, and on (he 
other side of this claim perpetual snow 
lies that is 4,050 feet above the level of 
the sea. On looking behind you, you 
see the now-famous W. W. W. mine, 
and have to return to the Happy Tom 
in order to reach the W.'s. This is a 
climb of S05 feet, a good trail having 
been built to the same by the English 
Canadian Company, the present o—n- 
ers of the mine. The claim was first 
found by James Wilson, Jr., who called 
bis uncle's attention to his find, they 
having been on a prospeetin" tour. His 
uncle, James Wilson, Sr.. looked at the 
find, nnd being an old-time prospector 
proclaimed the find a good one. The 
claim was staked, and considerable 
work done, but. fearing that it might 
pinch out the three owners, Wilson, 
White and Wilson, put the same in a 
selling shape, and gave an option on the 
same to the once-famous broker, J. E 
Short, of Spokane, Wash., who brought 
Mr. Harris of Bossland, B. O., who 
purchased the W.'s and formed a com- 
pany known as the English Canadian 
Company, which has one of the largest 
paying propositions on Vancouver Island 
and now they are working about thirty 
men, a large pack-train carrying provis- 
ions to the mine from the canal and 
bringing ore in return. The first assay 
which Mr. Short had made went .*:").'- 
580 to the ton. The mine is under the 
supervision of AV. S. Harris, superin- 
tendent, a brother of one of the owners, 
with Mr. ,T. White as foreman, Adjoin- 
ing the XV. W W. claims on one side 
are the Eclipses, and on the other side 
is the Monte Carlo group, and other 
claims which wil Isnon be opened up 
farther up the creek. At the Eureka 
group Capt. Hansen and others are at 
work opening tip this property. 

As soon as the snow completely goes, 
prospectors will he found scouring the 
hill in the vicinity of Granite creek and 
its tributaries. 

Returning to the beach, you can three 
times a week catcli the steamer Willie, 
which plies the canal from Albc-: to 
Barclay sound. Capt. G. A.'Hii't. the 
genial owner and master of the Willie, 
makes things as comfortable as possible 
ror mm and all, calling in at nil points, 
and making the steamer a public benefit.
